William Bostwick was biking 


south along Valencia Street last Friday 
evening when he spotted a yellow cab 
pull into the bike lane ahead of him. He’d 
just passed 16th Street, so he was enter- 
ing the corridor’s the busiest stretch. On 
that particular evening, the street was 
filled with people and cars, something 
that had worried him in the past. 

“It’s really dangerous having the 
line of parked cars and then the bike 
lane, because people come out from be- 
tween the cars without looking, and no 
one can see,” Bostwick tells SF Weekly. 

On this night, that’s exactly what 
happened. As the cab pulled into the 
lane in front of him, two people dashed 
from the sidewalk into the street. 

“T saw them out of the corner of 
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my eye, and I shouted out, ‘Hey, hey, 
hey!’” he says. “But they opened the 
car door.” 

Bostwick collided with it, hard. But 
what happened next was even more 
bizarre. 

“As I was on the ground, the taxi 
and the couple both left,” he says. 

Someone called an ambulance, and 
Bostwick was transferred to San Fran- 
cisco General Hospital with a broken 
arm and leg. He was discharged Tues- 
day, but he has a long road of healing 
ahead. And that might be the easy 
part: So far, all attempts he’s made to 
contact SFPD’s Traffic Collision Inves- 
tigation Unit have failed. No one picks 


up the phone, and the voicemail is full. 


Sadly, his story is not unique. The 
day before Bostwick was sent to the 
hospital another cyclist was hit just 
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one block away, on Valencia Street 
between 15th and 16th streets. Patrick 
Lindley was biking by on his way home 
from work, and live-tweeted from the 
scene. 

“I heard sirens, and the ambulance 
was just a few seconds ahead of me,” 
he tells SF Weekly. “I saw the cyclist 
who got hit by the car, injured on the 
ground.” 

According to witnesses Lindley 
talked to, the collision occurred when 
an Uber or Lyft stopped in the bike 
lane — just past where the protected 
section ends. At the same time, a 
driver going the opposite direction 
attempted a U-turn, hitting the cyclist. 
The victim, a man Lindley presumed 
to be in his 20s, was taken away in an 
ambulance. 

Valencia Street is Lindley’s regular

commute, and while he’s happy with 
the new stretch of protected bike lane 
between Market and 15th streets — 
and is looking forward to the pending 
extension between 19th Street and 
Cesar Chavez — he’s not quite ready to 
celebrate yet. 

“T always think, regardless of the 
projects that keep happening, we need 
to continue asking for more until 
people stop getting hurt and dying,” 
he says. “I really wish there was a bike 
lane along the entire length of Valen- 
cia, preferably with some sort of hard- 
er barrier instead of safe-hit posts. I’m 
looking forward to any improvement 
over what we have, but I wish I wasn’t 
so piecemeal.” 

The SFMTA approved the four 
blocks of protected bike lanes last De- 
cember, and installed them earlier this

year. The bright-green striping runs 

on both sides of Valencia from Market 
to 16th Street, with concrete curbs or 
parked cars acting as a buffer between 
bikes and vehicular traffic. It was a ma- 
jor win for cyclists who regularly use 
the corridor, which has seen a plethora 
of dangerous collisions. Thanks in part 
to its initial success, a similar bike 

lane will be installed along Valencia 
between 19th Street and Cesar Chavez 
next year. 

But safe-streets advocates worry 
that the most dangerous stretch of 
Valencia — those busy blocks be- 
tween 15th and 19th — will remain 
dangerous to use, something which 
eyewitness accounts and data have 
long proven. 

San Francisco Bicycle Coalition 
community organizer Kristen Leckie 
says there is a plan to bring a bike lane 
to that difficult stretch — but points 
out that the wider sidewalks, pedestri- 
an bulb-outs and subsequent narrower 
street creates some logistical difficul- 
ties. The SFMTA confirmed to SF Week- 
ly that there’s currently no timeline in 
designing a lane for that section. It’s 
discouraging, but Lecke does have an 
idea for a temporary solution. 

“In the immediate term, we need 
to get serious about curb management 
to stop double parking in bike lanes, 
particularly by Uber, Lyft and delivery 
vehicles,” she says. “Further delay in 
creating more loading zones is putting 
people’s lives in danger.” 

Lindley agrees — but wants to take 
it a step further. 

“Any street in San Francisco with an 
active bike lane should be prohibited 
in [Lyft and Uber] apps,” he says, ref- 
erencing the recent geofencing efforts 
Lyft has made to reduce pickups on Va- 
lencia Street. “They have the technol- 
ogy to do that. I think they have that 
responsibility, and city officials need to 
enforce it.” 

It’s not a bad idea — but it does 
raise an important question: Which 
goal will San Francisco be able to 
achieve more quickly? Installing a 
tricky new bike lane, or successfully 
getting Lyft and Uber to adhere to city 
laws? 

Unfortunately, in the case of the 
two cyclists who were injured last 
week, both options are too little, too 
late.

Playground 


A full-time father and his two 
kids are onamission to romp 
around S.F.'s roughly 130 
playgrounds during summer 
break.

When the school year ended ear- 
lier this month, full-time father Mc Allen 
had two summer project ideas for his ele- 
mentary-school children: Attend every 
Planning Commission meeting, or visit 
every playground in San Francisco. 
Poppy, 9, and Lincoln, 7, went with the 
latter. 

Mc — pronounced “mack” — did 
the math. San Francisco has 130 play- 
grounds that are open to the public 
and designed just for children, and his 
kids have 74 days of summer break. 

In other words, they'd have to average 
almost two each day — though less of 
a marathon than riding every single 

Muni line from end to end, as they did 


last summer. 

Apart from keeping his kids busy, 
the Bay City Beacon’s Muni poet plans 
to publish a guidebook on the city’s 
playgrounds, complete with sketches 
and observations of its features, and 
checklists of whether bathrooms, 
shade, or water fountains are nearby. 

As of Monday, the trio has visited 
21 playgrounds, venturing to Glen 
Park and Pacific Heights, Mission Bay, 
and Dogpatch. 

Mc has had a hard time determin- 
ing which playground is superior in the 
eyes of his children, who are just happy 
to run around, climb, swing, and pose 
for sketches. The Recreation and Parks 
Department runs most of the spots 
they visit, but some include some pub- 
lic school playgrounds, like two in the 
Presidio. One is even on San Francisco 
Municipal Transportation Agency 
property, the Dogpatch Playground. 

“Usually, they say, ‘It’s great! I love 
it!” Mc says. “Their favorite is usually 
the one we most recently visited.” 

On a recent overcast Wednesday 
morning, that was the Koshland Com- 
munity Park and Learning Garden, 
located on Page and Buchanan streets 
in Hayes Valley. There, Mc observes 
no shading to retreat to, two types

of bridges, seesaws, a tire swing, and 
those indented bubble walls where kids 
make faces at their playmates down 
below. He considered the sand a draw- 
back, as it can hide anything from dog 
feces to glass until the damage is done. 
(Not far into this visit, a barefoot Lin- 
coln stepped on something that caused 
him to bleed.) 

Poppy agrees that more shade 
is needed but is happy to climb the 
arched, yellow metal bridge where 
she can dangle upside down like a bat 
or call Mc “you lowly little ant” from 
above. The tire swing, where she can 
see the trees while her blue hair whips 
around in a blur is also an obvious 
favorite. But first and foremost, what 
she absolutely doesn’t want in any 
playground is a hobgobbler, the frog- 
like purple dragon from this year’s How 
to Train Your Dragon: The Hidden World. 

“It’s a bad omen,” Poppy says mat- 
ter-of-factly. 

As for seven-year-old Lincoln, 
the zip line is where he spends a fair 
amount of time. In fact, he thinks 
everyone should get around by zipline 
instead of buses and cars and doesn’t 
care for age restrictions on play- 
grounds. (“Have you ever limited your- 
self in that respect?” Mc interjects.)

Though Lincoln says he’s “sort of” 
satisfied with the summer project, 
there are clear signs he and his sister 
are more than OK with spending their 
days at a playground. Mc says they 
were the most excited to visit the 
Dogpatch Playground, on 22nd and In- 
diana streets, even though it was just 
90 feet from their home. Another day, 
they spent more than three hours at 
the Yerba Buena Gardens playground. 

“Thad to basically bribe the kids to 
leave,” Mc says. 

Mc has been a full-time dad since 
Polly was born, which means her 
mother mostly joins on the weekends. 
At the beginning, he would live-tweet 
until Lincoln and Polly shamed him 
for using his phone too much. Mc 
still posts from time to time, sharing 
the delightful tilework at Balboa Park 
(alongside some rats), or how Helen 
Diller Playground in Dolores Park went 
from drab to “one of San Francisco’s

Project $20M 


California's cap-and-trade 
program funds atransit- 
oriented affordable-housing 
project, to replace tire shop 
Kahn & Keville. 


With a fresh $20 million in 


state funding, a transit-minded af- 
fordable-housing project in the Ten- 
derloin can finally move forward. 


On Tuesday, Mayor London 
Breed and the Tenderloin Neigh- 
borhood Development Corporation 
(TNDC) — which owns the property 
at 500 Turk St. — announced that 
the state’s affordable housing pro- 
gram approved the final $20 million 
needed to bring the development 
past the finish line. Once complet- 
ed, it will replace the current tire 
shop Kahn & Keville, best-known 
for the stirring and ever-changing 
sayings posted on its prominent 
corner sign. 

Of the 108 units earmarked for 
families making half of the area me- 
dian income, 27 will be reserved for 
families who prefer to transfer from 
HOPE SF public housing. 

The project has been years in the 
works, and it still has years to go. 
TNDC first bought the property in 
2016 with the help of the Mayor’s 
Office of Housing and Commu- 





finest.” Later on, he may be able to 
identify some patterns in playgrounds 
but says it’s too soon to say. 

Alas, Polly hurt her arm last week, 
so the two-playgrounds-a-day pace has 
slowed. Still, they plan to visit as many 
as they can, especially looking forward 
to Koret Playground in Golden Gate 
Park. They’re also making sure to catch 
the rooftop Salesforce Park playground 
once the transit center reopens on July 
1, just in case it immediately closes 
again. 

Like the family’s mission to ride 
every Muni line last summer, the Ev- 
ery S.F. Playground project takes them 
outside their usual Dogpatch home 
and reminds them that there’s some- 
thing to do in every corner of the city. 
But for all the effort Mc has put into 
the projects, Polly and Lincoln are just 
along for the ride. 

“Tjust like to play,” Lincoln says. 


nity Development. Funds came 
from 2015’s Proposition A, which 
brought the city $310 million in 
bonds for affordable housing. 

The primary purpose is, of 
course, housing, but transit is an- 
other key component. About $6 
million of the award will go toward 
projects like bike and pedestrian 
improvements on Fifth and Sixth 
streets, the Geary Bus Rapid Transit 
Project, and a canopy for the Civic 
Center BART station entrance. Cru- 
cially, the new funding also includes 
three-year transit passes for resi- 
dents of 500 Turk St. 

It’s unsurprising that California's 
Affordable Housing and Sustainable 
Communities program felt the tran- 
sit-minded project was worthy of in- 
vestment. The state’s cap-and-trade 
program, which charges polluters 
for going past a set carbon emission 
limit, funds the program. 

“500 Turk St. represents the 
best of equitable transit-oriented 
development: dense housing in the 
middle of the City that will reduce 
greenhouse gases,” Don Falk, the 
CEO of TNDC, says. “By partnering 
with the city to maximize the use 
of state funds, we can preserve 
much-needed local funds for other 
affordable developments.” 

It’s not the only such project in 
the works, either. Breed also an- 
nounced that another $20 million 
was awarded from the program for 
an affordable-housing project on 
Treasure Island that will result in 
135 units of housing and support 
transit service. IM 
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The Spark of 
a Movement 
Burns On 


This column wouldn’t exist 
without John Entwistle. 

Along with his partner, the late 
Dennis Peron, Entwistle advocated 
for medical marijuana patients back 
when that could land you in jail. Most 
famous for their efforts to ensure the 
landmark passage of California’s Prop- 
osition 215 in 1996, he and Peron were 
never interested in profit. 

Instead, their activism was born of 
compassion. As the HIV/AIDS epidem- 
ic intensified in San Francisco, Peron 
and Entwistle realized cannabis had 
immense medicinal value. So in 1992, 
they opened the San Francisco Can- 
nabis Buyers Club — the first public 
dispensary in the U.S. Over the years, 
they faced innumerable battles with 
law enforcement, ultimately seeking to 
change the laws to protect patients. 

Suffice it to say, much has changed 
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since the San Francisco Buyers Club 
welcomed its first patient. As of 2019, 
the likes of Coca-Cola and Philip Mor- 
ris are licking their chops and count- 
ing the seconds until the U.S. makes 
cannabis fully legal. Jim Belushi is 
growing weed, for some reason. Manu- 
facturers produce edibles with soy- and 
gluten-free options. 

At amoment when some are voic- 
ing concern that Pride celebrations 
have been co-opted by corporate en- 
tities eager to earn good will through 
empty gestures, the enthusiastic 
participation of cannabis companies 
is rightfully due for some scrutiny. It 
wouldn't be fair to give all of them a 
blanket pass, but in Entwistle’s esti- 
mation, there is acommon history to 
celebrate. 

“Tt wouldn’t have happened had it 
not been for the AIDS epidemic,” he 
says. ‘This was a gay response to an ep- 
idemic. It was the gay community that 
legalized marijuana.” 

The story of this monumen- 
tal victory is complex. For En- 
twistle, it began in 1972. 

“That’s when everybody came 
to San Francisco,” he explains. 
“By ‘everybody, I mean every 
gay person in America who 
didn’t want to get killed where 
they lived — and every pothead.” 

Another pivotal moment 
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arrived in 1976, when San Francisco 
voters approved Proposition T. That 
measure established district elections 
for city supervisors, grouping the 
Haight Ashbury and Castro together 
into what was then District 5. (Until 
then, and again from 1980-2000, the 
11 supervisors were elected at-large.) 
The voting power afforded to what En- 
twistle terms “the two most oppressed 
groups of white men in America” led to 
the unprecedented election of Supervi- 
sor Harvey Milk only two years later. 

Entwistle is bothered by what he 
feels are retroactive efforts to down- 
play or erase the role of medical mar- 
ijuana from this narrative. He points 
to noted gay rights activist and Milk 
mentee Cleve Jones as an example of 
someone who has, as he sees it, re- 
fused to acknowledge the importance 
of cannabis to everything they were 
able to accomplish. 

“Cleve doesn’t like to think about 
that very much,” he says. “I 
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hate to attack him personally like this, 
but it’s about time somebody called 
that guy out on it. He couldn't get 
through the day without smoking pot, 
and yet he’s behind all of these various 
movies and projects that are painting 
the gay community as lukewarm on 
pot. They’re not respecting the role 
that marijuana played in the election 
of Harvey Milk.” 

As someone who was involved in 
medical marijuana before the term 
“industry” could logically even be ap- 
plied, Entwistle isn’t shy about sharing 
his solutions for how to fix things. He 
has connections to that industry, too: 
Vaporizer manufacturer PAX made a 
pledge earlier this month to donate 
$50,000 to San Francisco’s GLBT His- 
torical Society. A portion of the funds 
will be used to mount an exhibit hon- 
oring Peron’s legacy. 

“It’s really great to see that the 
industry is starting to celebrate its 

roots, Entwistle says. “It’s starting 

to recognize Dennis, its gay and 
lesbian roots, and the fact that 

a coalition brought birth to this 

industry.” 

Through his role as the exec- 
utor of the Dennis Peron Legacy 
Project, Entwistle has two top 
priorities at the moment. The first 
is state Senator Scott Weiner’s SB 
34, which would restore a tax-ex- 
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empt status to cannabis donations. The 
second is to eradicate the unregulated 
market not through force but instead 
with economics. 

“It has to be resolved in one of 
two ways,” Entwistle explains. “Either 
they have to be wiped out by force, 
which is physically impossible — it’s a 
non-starter, it’s stupid to even think 
that — or we have to restructure our 
industry and get the prices down to 
eliminate the structural basis for the 
black market.” 

That’s a tall order, but even though 
Entwistle has been demanding change 
for decades, he’s not about to stop 
now. Just recently he got some defunct 
MUNI tracks removed near his home 
after witnessing them lead to a num- 
ber of accidents. That may be small po- 
tatoes when compared to an industry 
operating within the world’s fifth-larg- 
est economy, but there was a time 
when medical marijuana was relegated 
to a single San Francisco apartment — 
Entwistle’s. 

“We're the people who elected Har- 
vey Milk,” he says of his generation. 
“We're the people who legalized mari- 
juana, and we're the people that are go- 
ing to save this damn planet because it 
needs some saving right now. It needs 
a lot of love. There’s a lot of work to do, 


and we have to get to it.” 
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The $150 
billion a year 
industry that 
is killing our 
children

“It ought to concern every person, be- 
cause of our common humanity. It 
ought to concern every community, be- 
cause it tears at our social fabric. It 
ought to concern every business, be- 
cause it distorts markets. It ought to 
concern every nation, because it endan- 
gers public health and fuels violence 
and organized crime. I’m talking about 
the injustice, the outrage, of human 
trafficking, which must be called by its 
true name — modern slavery.” — Presi- 
dent Barack Obama, Sept. 25, 2012 


The most common forms of hu- 
man trafficking are sex trafficking, 
forced labor and debt bondage. While 
any form of human trafficking is 
reprehensible and deserves attention, 
the focus of this article will be sexual- 
ly exploited children. This is a difficult 
and uncomfortable topic, but denial 


and silence is killing and permanently 
harming our children. 


Sexual exploitation of children by 
force, fraud, or coercion in the Unit- 
ed States is misunderstood. Many 
believe it happens in other countries, 
not right before our eyes in the Unit- 
ed States. 


The reality is that human traffick- 
ing is modern slavery that happens 
everywhere, affects every race and 
crosses all social classes, and is 
woefully underreported because the 
victims are not visible. Sex-trafficked 
children are often “reused” for rape 
sometimes more than 12 times a day. 
The United States Department of 
State documented a case of one child 
being raped more than one thousand 
times. 


Not until 2003 did the first state, 
Washington, criminalized human 
trafficking. Despite federal and state 
legislation in ensuing years, the sex 
trafficking serpent has continued to 
proliferate at an alarming rate. 


The latest federal law, the Stop 
Enabling Sex Traffickers Act of 2017, 
takes the important step of broaden- 
ing the accountability net, providing 
an instrument to cut the head off 
the serpent and eventually put an 
end to this violence and abuse. Now,

or receiving anything of value from 
participation in a venture which has 
engaged in sex trafficking can be 
held civilly and criminally responsi- 
ble. Examples include truck stops, 
hotels, and social media advertisers 
receiving money through the sale of 
goods or services, leasing real estate 
or renting hotel and motel rooms. It 
is important that customers of these 
businesses keep an eye out and report 
to law enforcement any behavior or 
circumstances suggesting the pres- 
ence of sex trafficking (see Red Flag 
Warnings, below).

-Lot Lizards: Commercially sexual- 
ly exploited victims brought in droves 
to nationwide truck stops and sexual- 
ly exploited. 

-Facilitators: Legitimate business- 
es such as hotels, airlines, bus and 
rail companies, advertisers like Craig- 
slist.com, alternative newspapers, 
banks and other financial services 
companies, truck stops, landlords, 
social media including Facebook and 
Twitter, bars, strip clubs, massage 
parlors, escort services, and on and 
on and on. 

-Quota: Amount often set be- 
tween $300 and $2,000 a trafficking 
victim must make each night before 
she/he can go “home.” 

-Leash: Narcotics, typically heroin 
and meth, used to control victims. 


RED FLAG WARNINGS 

-Physical Appearance — Injuries/ 
signs of abuse such as burn marks, 
bruises, cuts, or unhealthy thinness; 
tattoo(s) displaying a man’s name, 
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Garrett’s

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symbol of money, or barcode; sexual- 
ized behavior; provocative dress con- 
sidering age group and/or weather 
conditions. 

-Possessions — Very few personal 
possessions, no identification, mul- 
tiple hotel keys or key cards, prepaid 
cell phone. 

-Behavior — Talk about an older 
boyfriend, sex with an older man, 
making lots of money and/or wild 
parties; claims of being an adult; 
stories that do not add up; fear of 
authority figures; withdrawn, de- 
pressed, distracted or checked out 
affect. 

-Unusual Circumstances —- Twenty 
girls in one hotel room; groups of 
children outside trucks stopped at 
truck stops; multiple children living 
in a home with boarded up windows 
and numerous cars where the chil- 
dren are rarely seen.

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A Year of Trans Victories

It’s been a rough few years to be 

a transgender or gender non-conforming 
person in the United States. In the past 
year alone the Trump Administration 
has banned transgender people from the 
military, loosened rules to allow home- 
less shelters to ban trans folk, and rolled 
back laws preventing gender identity dis- 
crimination in health care services. At 
the same time, physical violence against 
transgender people — particularly trans 
women of color — continues to prolifer- 
ate at a distressing rate. 

While coverage of these hate crimes 
and failures of our federal government 
is important, there are also a lot of bat- 
tles being successfully waged by trans 
people that mainstream media sources 
often overlook. San Francisco in par- 
ticular has led the charge in the past 
year, from providing better support for 
homeless transgender folk to making 
sure transgender people have a seat 
in City Hall. Here are just a few of the

successful trans-led efforts that have 
occurred since last year’s Pride. 


$3M for Trans-Specific Housing and 
Shelter Services 

San Francisco is home to the only city- 
funded, trans-led Office of Transgender 
Initiatives in the nation, and Director 
Clair Farley knows what her community 
needs: housing. Studies show that trans- 
gender and gender-nonconforming indi- 
viduals are 18 times more likely to 
experience homelessness than their 
peers, and in a city with a major housing 
crisis, that means they’re disproportion- 
ately living in their cars, with friends, or 
on the street. 

But earlier this year, Farley and her 
team pitched Our Trans Home SF, a 
multi-pronged budget ask that would 
set aside $1 million for rent subsidies, 
trans-competent training for shelter 
staff, and services for LGBTQ youth. In 
May, Mayor London Breed tripled that 
amount, allocating $3 million toward 
their efforts. 
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A Transitional Home for Trans 
Youth 

Months before Breed allocated $3 mil- 
lion to housing efforts for transgender 
people, Larkin Street Youth Services qui- 
etly opened the first city shelter specifi- 
cally for unhoused trans and gender 
non-conforming youth. It’s small — the 
six-bed facility is housed in a Victorian in 
the Haight — but it’s a beginning. A safe, 
gender-neutral home that provides an al- 
ternative to the street is a model the city 
should be duplicating in every neighbor- 
hood, and Larkin is leading the way. 


Trans Flags in the Compton’s TLGB 
District 

The first transgender district in the na- 
tion was approved by San Francisco back 
in 2017, but it’s just starting to become 
obvious to passersby. The area encom- 
passes some of the Tenderloin, a couple 
blocks of Mid-Market, and extends down 
Sixth Street to Howard, honoring the 
rich history the area holds in providing 
both refuge and a battleground for trans 
rights. In 2019, the city began painting

transgender flags on light poles around 
the neighborhood. Eventually, every pole 
in the district will be adorned, letting ev- 
eryone who visits know exactly who is 
welcome here. 


Securing a Future for E]/La Para 
Translatinas 
San Francisco’s only transLatina organi- 
zation is located in the historic Redstone 
Building, a hub for labor organizers and 
nonprofits. Last year, the building’s 
owner announced it was for sale, terrify- 
ing residents and visitors that they'd 
soon lose their refuge — a space where 
they can eat, speak Spanish, connect to 
services, and find community. But this 
spring, the Mission Economic Develop- 
ment Agency stepped in, and MEDA is 
now in talks to buy the building and pre- 
serve its tenants. The deal isn’t 100-per- 
cent done, but advocates are optimistic. 
And that’s not the only good news 
from El/La — this year they hired their 
first transLatina executive director. Ni- 
cole Santamaria stepped into the role 
in May, after years of running grass- 
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roots efforts to support LGBTQI folks 
in El Salvador and abroad. 


Running for Office 

In November, not one but two openly 
transgender candidates ran for San Fran- 
cisco School Board — a first. Neither Mia 
Satya or Martin Rawlings-Fein won a 
seat on the board, but they followed a na- 
tional wave of transgender hopefuls who 
are seeking elected positions. And while 
City Hall has yet to elect a transgender 
supervisor, it did gain Honey Mahogany 
in November’s election, when she was 
hired to work in District 6 Supervisor 
Matt Haney’s office. 


There is a lot of work to be done to both 
protect and lift up our city’s transgender 
residents, but it’s hard to deny that it’s 
been a pretty good year. Which begs the 
question: What will next year bring?

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Swallowing Pride 
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While SF Pride rolls out the rainbow carpet for big-bucks corporate sponsors, some of these corporations give millions to anti-LBGTQ 


Republicans.

Corporate America has slathered 


its logos with rainbow colors this month, 
in their annual June attempt to paint 
themselves as wonderful supporters of 
LGBTQ equality. This is especially con- 
spicuous at SF Pride, the largest annual 
Pride celebration in the country, at which 
a collection of more than 50 corporate 
sponsors are keen to be seen at the big- 
gest queer culture party in America. 

These corporations talk the talk 
of “diversity and inclusion,” or being 
“champions for LGBTQ rights.” But do 
they walk the walk of supporting gay 
and trans rights while they walk the 
parade in their corporate branded rain- 
bow apparel? 

Google certainly doesn’t. Even 
though they’re an “associate” level 
sponsor of SF Pride, the search engine 
giant is in hot water this week because 
its subsidiary YouTube has refused to 
remove homophobic and racist videos 
directed at gay journalist Carlos Maza. 
YouTube has defended leaving the 


harassment on its platform by saying, 
“while we found language that was 
clearly hurtful, the videos as posted 
don’t violate our policies.” 

The SF Pride board of directors 
actually considered yanking Google’s 
parade float, but as of press time, that 
float is still scheduled to roll Sunday. 
SF Pride’s spokesperson Fred Lopez 
said in a statement that “the board are 
monitoring this story as it develops, 
listening to the concerns of the com- 
munity, and have raised these concerns 
with Pride’s contacts at Google.” 

What has not been covered in that 
controversy is the fact that in the 
2016, 2018, and even the already-un- 
derway 2020 election cycle, Google’s 
parent company Alphabet donated 
$875,000 to anti-LGBTQ candidates 
who actively oppose discrimination 
protections against gay and trans 
people. 

Several other high-level SF Pride 
sponsors have also been exposed as 
being in bed with some of the most 
homophobic right-wing politicians. 
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The website Popular Information ran a 
deeply researched exposé on corpora- 
tions that tout their rainbow-colored 
credentials while giving millions to the 
most anti-gay legislators in Congress. 
Comcast has a float in Sunday’s 
parade, and their subsidiary Xfinity is 


listed as a “Major Sponsor” of SF Pride. 


But Popular Information found that 
Comcast has donated over $2 million 
to more than 150 anti-gay politicians 
over the last two years, including 
$10,000 to Rep. Virginia Foxx (R-NC) 
— who referred to the 1998 murder 
and torture of gay Wyoming student 
Matthew Shepard as “a hoax.” 
Verizon made this list of shame, 
too, having donated more than $1 
million to anti-gay elected officials 
in 2017 and 2018. But its subsidiary 


Oath, which now runs Yahoo and AOL, 


is listed as an associate-level sponsor 
of SF Pride. 

An SF Weekly review of federal 
elections disclosures found that while 
most other SF Pride sponsors may 
have not donated millions to anti-gay

politicians, they’ve been pretty gener- 
ous to some of the most homophobic 
causes and elected officials in the 
country. 

For instance, Bud Light has been 
one of SF Pride’s most ubiquitous 
sponsors for years, but parent compa- 
ny Anheuser-Busch skews very, very 
conservative. 

In the 2018 election cycle, the 
international beverage giant gave 
more than $800,000 to the National 
Republican Senatorial Committee and 
the National Republican Congres- 
sional Committee. The vast majority 
of the incumbent candidates those 
committees supported received a 0 
score on the Human Rights Campaign 
Congressional Scorecard, meaning they 
voted against same-sex couples getting 
benefits, against discrimination pro- 
tections, and against trans rights every 
single time. 

You might think a company like 
Anheuser-Busch just throws money 
at both Democrats and Republicans 
equally. Not so. According to cam- 


paign finance data we reviewed from 
the Center for Responsive Politics, 
Anheuser-Busch gave just $47,000 to 
counterpart Democratic congressional 
committees. 

Facebook almost got their float 
banned from SF Pride in 2015 over 
the “real names” controversy, but the 
social network is currently an SF Pride 
sponsor. Still, last year Facebook was 
guilty of donating nearly $10,000 to 
Republican congressional represen- 
tatives who've voted in support of 
so-called gay conversion therapy. The 
social media company also made do- 
nations between $2,000 and $5,000 to 
nearly 40 congresspeople who voted to 
deny medical benefits to trans veterans 
and soldiers. 

Uber is listed as an associate-level 
sponsor of SF Pride, and its political 
donations certainly skew toward the 
Democrats. But Uber gave $1,288 to 
Republican Senator Ted Cruz, who is 
currently sponsoring a bill to legalize 
discrimination against same-sex cou- 
ples. 

Even Gilead Sciences, the “Grand 
Sponsor” of SF Pride — and maker of 
Truvada, a medication that can help 
prevent HIV transmission — gave 
$37,500 last year to Bakersfield Re- 
publican Representative (and House 
Minority Leader) Kevin McCarthy, who 
has consistently voted against LGBTQ 
non-discrimination bills. 

We should note that the majority 
of these donations didn’t technically 
come from the corporations them- 
selves, but instead their political action 
committees (PACs) with names like 
Facebook Inc. PAC or the Comcast 
Corporation PAC. But the corporations 
do facilitate the transactions, and PAC 
donations are not subject to the same 
scrutiny and reporting obligations. 

Many of these corporations do give 
equally to both Democrats and Repub- 
licans, and as such, you'd expect them 
to give money to a few Republicans. 
But they can avoid giving money to the 
most bigoted and anti-gay voices in the 
Republican party. And if they do, let’s 
float an idea — maybe those compa- 
nies shouldn't get a Pride float.

Stickers for queer 
transit lovers raised 
thousands for charity 
during Pride month.

When Chris Arvin decided to add 


a few Pride-themed stickers to his new 
fan site for San Francisco transit, he 
didn’t expect too much to come of it. 
“Get There Bi Train,” one reads. “Lez 
Take Transit,” another says. “Ride With 
Pride,’ declares a third — which comes in 
either a Muni Metro or BART version. 

“T just wanted to make something 
that made people happy,” Arvin tells 


SF Weekly. “I noticed from being on 
Twitter there’s a huge overlap between 
people who love transit and people 
who are queer. There’s even this whole 
Facebook group dedicated to queer 
urbanist people that has 16,000 mem- 
bers. I wanted to celebrate that.” 

But after Arvin announced the 
launch of the line on Twitter, he was 
swamped with orders. Turns out, tran- 
sit and pride really do overlap. Soon, 
he was spending most of his free time 
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Queer Transit Stickers Raise $4,500 for 
LGBTQ Groups 
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shipping out Bay Area transit pride 
stickers and shirts to such faraway 
places as Belgium and Minnesota — 
and taking requests for new sayings. 
“Pan Your Commute” and “Ace Your 
Commute” were added in after Twitter 
users made suggestions. The runaway 
best seller was the “Gay for Transit” 
merch, seconded by “Pride the Bus.” 
They're ridiculously cute — full 
disclosure, I ordered some — but they 
also serve a purpose. All profits go 


pan your commute 


to the Oakland LGBTQ Community 
Center, Larkin Street Youth Services, 
and Trans Lifeline. So far, the total has 
come to $4,500, meaning Arvin can 
donate $1,500 to each. 

It’s been a wild success, particularly 
for someone who just launched his fan 
merch site for Bay Area transit a few 
months ago. So what’s next? Arvin’s 
not sure. 

“T think there are a lot of people 
who enjoy them whether or not it’s

“the influx of orders have been hard to 
keep up with. Especially $2.50 stickers.

But either way, “doing this for a 
cause has been fun,” he says. “I’m so 
impressed by all the support it’s got- 
ten.”

One of Vivienne Flesher’s 
strengths lies in creating faces that are 
recognizable but artistically rendered. In 
fact, so many media outlets, organiza- 
tions, and entities — including the U.S. 
government — have paid Flesher to do 
these faces that millions and millions of 
people have seen her art over the years, 
even if they don’t always attach it to her 
name. 

One example: The New York Times’ 
front page on July 25, 2010 featured 
a gigantic image of Supreme Court 
Chief Justice John Roberts looking 
off into the distance, his face resolute 
as he held his mouth tightly shut. 
With its charcoal shadows and other 
distinct touches, like a cartoonish left 
ear, Flesher’s illustration framed an 
in-depth analysis of Roberts’ first five 
years on the Court, setting the tone for 
a lengthy, Sunday piece headlined “The 
Most Conservative Court in Decades.” 

What happens when a highly ac- 
claimed illustrator like Flesher says, 
“Enough! I’m taking a break from 
assigned faces!”? You get the exhibit 
“Vivienne Flesher: The Face of Anoth- 


er, which includes paintings whose 
figures have no real faces (or their faces 
are masked or otherwise incomplete). 

In “The Face of Another,” Flesher 
abstracts her people into contours, 
outlines, and identifiable shapes that 
comment on the impossibility of 
knowing someone merely at a glance. 
The figures are still appealing, often 
mysterious, and even oddly beautiful. 
And they give Flesher, a San Francisco 
resident, a chance to essentially un- 
mask one side of herself for another. 
This other, more abstract side isn’t 
new — she’s done lots of similar work 
in the past — but her exhibit at Jack 
Fischer Gallery assembles these more 
esoteric pieces for the first real time. 

“This is my first show in America,” 
Flesher, who’s 62 and a grandmother, 
tells SF Weekly, adding, “I’m always 
battling my illustration roots that it 
should be prettier and easy for editors 
to OK. It’s tough with that monkey on 
your back. But I’m at a point in my life 
where, if I can’t do it for myself, what 
am I doing and how am I living?” 

“The Face of Another” takes its 
title from a 1966 Japanese film, which 
Flesher saw, about a man who covers 


his newly disfigured face with the 
life-like mask of another man’s face. 
The film by Hiroshi Teshigahara, like 
his acclaimed Woman in the Dunes, is 
an unforgettable narrative of angst, 
existentialism, and dramatic tension. 
These traits can also be found in a 
Flesher piece like Man Wearing a Hat, 
which was originally a sketch from a 
life-drawing class. 

“It was just a giant head that I 
flipped upside down and painted the 
silhouette of a man on it,” says Flesh- 
er, who describes the model for the 
silhouette as a centuries-old Russian 
man. “I kept thinking there should be 
a face, but at one point I decided, ‘Why 
should there be a face?’ It doesn’t have 
to be pretty. That’s what I love about 
doing this stuff — doing what I want 
to do for a change, and not what all my 
editors and art directors have always 
wanted me to do. They want things 
that are pretty. I love drawing skele- 
tons, though I don’t think anyone will 
ever buy one of my skeletons.” 

Patrons have purchased Flesher’s 
U.S.-commissioned stamps, like her 
2006 stamp that promotes the Amber 
Alert system for abducted children,

and her 2005 “LOVE” stamp that fea- 
tured a bouquet of flowers. But even 
her stamp commissions had a layer of 
authority that tested Flesher’s patience 
since juries who oversaw those works 
(called the Citizens’ Stamp Advisory 
Committee) depicted people like the 
actor Karl Malden, who didn’t have art 
backgrounds. Malden, she says, was on 
a jury that Flesher submitted to a few 
decades ago, before her 2005 and 2006 
stamps. 

“What happens when you doa 
stamp is that it’s a committee project,” 
Flesher says. “You have to do sketches 
— and I didn’t know this at the time 
— but the sketches end up being the 
finished [work] because the people on 
the committee aren’t artists. They 
aren't art directors. Karl Malden was 
one of the guys on one of my stamps, 
and he was a fine actor, but they can’t 
read a sketch. So I had a choice of try- 
ing to make finished sketches or know- 
ing that I was going to lose [the com- 
mission] and lose out on the payment 
that I wanted. So I did the best I could, 
and you can’t change it once they pick 
it. It’s a weird thing.” 

Also weird is that “Vivienne 
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Flesher: The Face of Another” could 
be Flesher’s last exhibit of abstract 
paintings. As Flesher tells SF Weekly, 
“It’s weird because I started painting 
again, but I could leave it forever. I love 
it when it’s going well, but I go back 
and forth.” 

This state of undefined transition 
is also apparent in Flesher’s paintings. 
In fact, it’s their defining feature — a 
paradox if ever there was one. 


On opening night of “LAX/SFO 
Pt. III,” art-goers crammed into Heron 
Arts’ San Francisco exhibit space — and 
were still almost outnumbered by the 
pieces of art. So many good artists — al- 
most 90 — contributed works that at- 
tendees often bumped into each other to 
get closer to pieces like The Apprentice, 
Giorgiko’s funny painting of a Lego-like 
character with a neck tattoo and medie- 
val, Flemish neckwear called a ruff. 

Nearly every artwork in “LAX/SFO 
Pt. III” is 12 inches by 12 inches, or 
about the size of a small pillow, and 
many of the works have a street-art 
vibe, including the exhibit’s biggest: 
an untitled mural, by Lauren YS and 
Amy Sol, of two female figures sharing 
a moment of calm in what looks like a 
nighttime garden. Also highly notable 
were David “Meggs” Hooke’s Conscious 
Consumption, a painting of a skull 
covered in a palette of colors, and Seth 
Armstrong’s Elysian, a scene of blues, 
reds, grays, and oranges that depicts a 
sunset reflecting on downtown apart- 
ment buildings. 

Thinkspace, a Los Angeles gallery 
with an aesthetic that’s similar to Her- 
on Arts’, curated the exhibit. The gal- 
leries are billing their collaboration as 
“one of the largest group shows of the 
New Contemporary genre in San Fran- 
cisco to date.” The artworks’ smaller 
framing means multiple pieces are on 
every column and wall at Heron Arts, 
and means there is art for pretty much 
every taste.

A few months ago, artist Spencer 
Keeton Cunningham moved back to the 
Bay Area after being away much of the 
past five years. What he saw shocked 
him: more gentrification, more home- 
lessness, and greater disparities between 
rich and poor. Because of that very gen- 
trification, Cunningham had to race to 
San Jose to save a wildly colorful mural 
he'd created with fellow Native American 
artist Jacque Fragua, which a bulldozer 
was set to tear down. 

At the last minute, Cunningham 
used a crowbar and other implements 
to pull down the work’s panels before 
a bulldozer wrecked Empire Seven Stu- 
dios, the art gallery it fronted. Replac- 
ing the space, Cunningham says, was 
a condo project meant for relatively 
wealthy residents. 

“T didn’t have any tools, so I just 
started peeling it off with a crowbar. 
And I had a hatchet, and was hacking 
the nails off,” Cunningham says of 
the mural, created in opposition to 
the mining of sacred Native American 
land in Arizona called Oak Flat. “The 
construction workers loaned me a big 
crowbar, and just hacked every panel 
off. As I was taking it off, the building 
was being demolished.” 

While those panels now sit in Cun- 
ningham’s San Francisco backyard, he 
has also made two new murals — each 
in San Francisco — that comprise 
Cunningham’s public lament about 
the state of the world. One fronts the 
outside wall of Heron Arts’ gallery 
space, in the alleyway called Berwick 
Place, and its central motif is death 
and displacement. A laptop spells out 
“Gentrification,” its screen taken up 
entirely by a house that’s on fire. The 
laptop is on fire, too, and it’s above a 
Native American family who’ve been 
xd out. Standing in front of a tomb- 
stone, they all have “x” on their bodies. 
As Cunningham was putting up the 
mural, the property next door was un- 
dergoing bulldozing, too — also to put 
up pricey condos. 

“T talked to some of the construc- 
tion workers about that, and showed 
them elements of the mural — includ- 
ing the laptop with the house on fire 
inside of it,” says Cunningham, who 
lived in San Francisco for 12 years 
before leaving to do mural work and 
activism, including at Standing Rock 
Reservation, where he fought the 
North Dakota Access Pipeline. “Gentri- 
fication is a new form of colonization 
in a certain way. It’s tech gentrification 
[in San Francisco]. And to me, it’s an 
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unrecognizable San Francisco.” 
Cunningham’s other new mural, 
a three-panel work near the intersec- 
tion of Jones and Ellis streets in the 
Tenderloin, includes images of tears, 
a Native American, a teepee, burning 
logs, handcuffs, a skateboard, a knife, 
arrows, and the like. It acts as a kind of 
storyboarded stop sign, and it’s a new 
iteration of a similar Cunningham mu- 
ral in the same spot. 
“These symbols are a mixture of 
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indigenous issues with Tenderloin is- 
sues, he says. 

Now 35, he’s able to live in San 
Francisco largely because he rents a 
room formerly used by Richard Cas- 
taneda, a Native American artist and 
friend with whom Cunningham has 
collaborated. 

“By luck,” he says, “people held onto 
that, and Richard moved to Arizona.” 
San Francisco’s rent hikes and 

still-skyrocketing real estate prices

Endzeit - Ever After 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie. 
Most horror films can be traced back to fairy 
tales, but few embrace those particular roots like 
Carolina Hellsgard’s lush zombie movie Endzeit - 
Ever After, and not just because of the somewhat 
clumsy domestic subtitle. In addition to creating 
an immersive, supernatural world where it feels 
like anything can be lurking behind the next 
tree, Endzeit is also one of the best Hansel-and- 
Gretel riffs since Matthew Bright’s Freeway 
IT: Confessions of a Trickbaby. After a zombie 
epidemic has swept the planet, the only cities 
still occupied by the living are Weimar and Jena 
in Germany. Finding the methods the Weimar 
survivors use to deal with the plague too brutal, 
the outwardly traumatized Vivi (Gro Swantje 
Kohlhof) and the stronger-seeming Eva (Maja 
Lehrer) leave the relative safety of Weimar’s city 
walls to travel to Jena. Viewers unfamiliar with 
Deutschland’s geography might not have the 
foggiest idea how far the two cities are from each 
other, but that’s no more important than the 
fact that these zombies can run. Instead, Endzeit 
makes the most of one of the simplest setups, 
as Viv and Eva traverse an environment which is 
being reclaimed by nature in strange yet familiar 
ways, complete with a witch (Trine Dyrholm) 
who welcomes the new world. This is not the 
end.

Like a dollop of extra guacamole, the second 
week of the 43rd Frameline Festival is when 
things get tangy. Of local interest is Bob 
Ostertag’s Thanks to Hank, about the life and 
work of Bay Area activist Hank Wilson. In the 
1970s and ’80s, he created many organizations 
that still exist today, and during the worst 

of the AIDS crisis he turned the Ambassador 
Hotel into an unofficial, unfunded, and utterly 
indispensable hospice. Far more dubious 
achievements are celebrated in Jeffrey McHale’s 
You Don’t Nomi, about the strange saga of Paul 
Verhoeven’s Showgirls. McHale examines the 
misogyny behind the camera while taking the 
film’s eventual adoption by local drag culture as a 
net positive — but digging deeper would involve 
asking uncomfortable questions about the 
intersection of drag and misogyny, and we don't 
do that in San Francisco. Showgirls itself has 
long gone from wired to tired, so far more vital 
is Roman Chimienti and Tyler Jensen’s Scream, 
Queen! My Nightmare on Elm Street, about queer 
actor Mark Patton’s experiences starring in, and 
then living down the homophobic backlash to, 
Jack Sholder’s little-loved A Nightmare on Elm 
Street 2: Freddy’s Revenge. Consumer warning: 
Nomi and Nightmare feature varying quantities 
of Peaches Christ, described by Frameline as “a 
local icon” and “the one and only.” Uh-huh. Sure.

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A Love Letter to Los Yaquis 


Pesca atio bafiado en 
ETERS ES

As we have written in the past, 
Howard Street is remarkable for having 
very little on it that’s remarkable. There 
are several exceptions — Cellarmaker, 
Tank18, Tin — but considering its rela- 
tive location and length, it’s mostly the 
street you pass by on your way else- 
where. Well, as local super-historian Bur- 
rito Justice has informed us, South Van 
Ness used to be an extension of Howard 
Street, but its residents voted early in the 
last century to change the name for 
greater cachet. (Seriously.) 

The descriptor “proudly ungentri- 
fable” has a certain be-careful-what- 
you-wish-for element to it, but in 10 
years or more, very little on South Van 
Ness has changed. A sort of sub-ex- 
pressway, it looks and feels like Cesar 
Chavez Street did before its years-long 
refurbishment. While Church, Dolores, 
Guerrero, Valencia, Mission, and Fol- 
som streets all have strong personal- 
ities, Van Ness is more of a negative 
space with a couple of dives (Bender’s, 
The Napper Tandy) and Urban Putt, 
plus the gas station that serves Krispy 
Krunchy Chicken. I love the quirky, 
meaty Walzwerk and the family-owned 
San Jalisco as much as anyone, but by 


rights, Van Ness ought to see more 
action than it does. The street is a Nex- 
tdoor power-user’s nightmare. 

Maybe that’s why the gorgeously 
anachronistic drive-through Whiz 
Burger — a site of queer history, as it 
was the site of a June 1977 homopho- 
bic encounter that led to the murder 
of a city gardener only a few days 
before Pride, galvanizing S.F’s LGBTQ 
community — has lasted so long. And 
maybe it’s why Los Yaquis is one of the 
most underrated and under-written 
about restaurants in the entire Mis- 
sion. 

It’s right there, next to an Audi 
dealership and across from the deli 
whose facade featured so prominently 
in Woody Allen’s Streetcar ripoff, Blue 
Jasmine. But it feels like a secret. 

Like Many Mexican places be- 
low Cosme, newly crowned the best 
restaurant in the U.S., Los Yaquis has a 
perceptible party vibe. “Michelada’” is 
already a combination of “mi,” “chela,” 
and “helada” — which renders as “my 
cold beer” — but Los Yaquis expands 
the definition of that quintessential 
summer-afternoon drink much far- 
ther. Here, you can get a truly gigantic 
michelada with six shrimp balancing 
like gargoyles over the Tajin-covered 
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rim. Order it with a Negra Modelo and 

you ll be told with a smile that that was 
the right choice. It’s kapow-flavored all 
the way down. 

But Los Yaquis is so much more 
than a come-in-and-get-drunk atmo- 
sphere. It’s honestly a little strange, 
combining traits of high and low. On a 
recent Monday, a workman was paint- 
ing the entranceway — during dinner. 
Did anybody mind? No. Did the cheer- 
fully server seat a party of eight that 
walked in exactly one minute after the 
posted 9:30 p.m. end of service? Yes. 
Are the bathrooms gender-neutral? 
Yes. Do they necessarily have a mirror? 
No. And beyond the staff or the rain- 
bow-striped icing on the cookies in the 
case, Los Yaquis possesses that ineffa- 
ble quality that most queer-identified 
or -affiliated people’s social antannae 
know to look out for, that thing that 
says, Everything will be fine, and you 
will enjoy it here.” No need to pander 
with hashtags like #UnlimitedPride. 

The food is unlike anything else 
in the Mission, full stop. Parsing the 
hundred-item menu may take time, 
but above all, do not be deterred by 
prices at or around the $30 mark. 
They're almost certain to be enormous, 
more platter than plate. Take a pescado 





bafiado en mariscos, a tilapia smoth- 
ered in shellfish. It’s a whole-roasted 
fish, for one, curled around a lan- 
goustine with a single segmented leg 
embracing it, all encircling a tower of 
seafood that would almost look vulgar 
if not for everything else: the angle of 
the langoustine, the fire of the sauce, 
the pyramid of rice, and the edible 
orchid. It’s all there, among baby oc- 
topuses, shrimp, imitation crab meat 
with its giveaway fish-cake texture 

— onan 18-inch, rectangular dish. 
Attentiveness runs high. Someone 
will bring the food, check on you, offer 
various types of silverware that may 
be of use, then bring limes, then more 
food. You're not being served; you're 
being pampered. And the tortillas are 
house-made. 

Another tilapia filet, coated in so 
much minced garlic that it might be 
mistaken for panko, also brings out 
the parenting instinct. It’s served over 
fries, so you get ketchup, and next to 
a salad, so you get Thousand Island. 
Then a tiny ramekin arrives, full of 
shredded habaneros whose colorless- 
ness belies their intensity. You’ve had 
no warning that the dishes were this 
big, and no warning that you'll be get- 
ting two congratulatory shots of tequi- 
la that taste as sweet as a spring-break 
shooter after all that habanero. It’s 
almost 10 p.m. on a Monday. Cheers! 

For lunch, a botana mixta blends to- 
matoes, nopales, pig feet, slices of pig 
skin, and a few quail eggs. If you want 
to stay in a Cal-Mex comfort zone, 
go with beef chilaquiles whose chips 
rest at that perfect spot where they’re 
crunchy and soggy at the same time; 
the beans are spicy and best used to 
line more tortillas. At the same time, if 
all you want is to chill over a margarita 
with some chips and guac, Los Yaquis 
isn't going to turn you away. There are, 
thankfully, no TVs. 

Ancestrally residing in the southern 
region of the Mexican border state of 
Sonora, the Yaqui are warriors who 
never fully acculturated to Catholicism 
and European rule. Their existence 
is a reminder of the diversity of the 
Mission’s Mexican-American commu- 
nity, many thousands of whom speak 
neither English nor Spanish but indig- 
enous languages. And quasi-hidden 
Los Yaquis is a testament to just how 
varied and how wonderful the neigh- 
borhood’s Mexican food can be.

Go Eat This Now: 
The Original 
Burger at 
Double Decker

In spite of all warnings to the 
contrary, some commonly available culi- 
nary items continue to become more of a 
trend and less of a, well, food. If a partic- 
ular snack photographs well, good luck 


trying to order it without waiting in line 
for an hour. Sometimes, by the time you 
get that hybrid pastry, it’s a sorry excuse 
because the poor restaurant just can’t 
keep the quality up to match demand. 

But I love a safe haven almost as 
much as I love a good meal. I’m look- 
ing for a hideaway where I can have a 
cheap, quiet lunch and read a magazine 
in peace. Maybe I sound like a bit of a 
Mr. Wilson — that’s a Dennis the Men- 
ace reference, by the way — but dam- 
mit, everyone needs a little alone time, 
especially with a good burger. 

Double Decker, on Grove Street in 
Hayes Valley, is an old-school burger 
spot that serves as a refuge of af- 
fordability in an otherwise bourgeois 
neighborhood. This mushroom-shaped 
restaurant is located at the tail end of 


a Days Inn that keeps its lights turned 
up bright in the evening, with a grill 
and small seating area right off the 
parking lot. Once upon a time, the 
Central Freeway used to pass right 
over this spot. Double Decker’s up- 
stairs is a small — and often empty 
— dining area with windows circling 
the room and a TV in the corner. Order 
downstairs and take your tray of food 
up, and you'll feel like a kid hiding in a 
treehouse. 

Double Decker’s original burger is 
served with Nieman Ranch beef on 
a brioche bun with lettuce, tomato, 
onion, pickles, mayo, and a basket of 
fries. (They also serve other classics 
like a Western burger with an onion 
ring and BBQ sauce or a Hawaiian with 
pineapple and teriyaki.) Whichever you 


order, the thin, juicy patties are cooked 
to your desired temp on a large flat 
grill, perfect for a summer day. 

Double Decker certainly isn’t rein- 
venting the wheel with this one, but 
they do a classic the classic way. It’s 
beefy, it’s crunchy, and it’s oh-so-satis- 
fying. So next time you're in the mood 
for a good burger and quiet half hour 
to yourself, head on over to Double 
Decker. Maybe rent a room for the af- 
ternoon and take a little nap.

They Call Me 
Daily Driver

I’ve never had coffee with acti- 
vated charcoal before. It always struck 
me as a pseudoscientific add-on witha 
high Goop quotient, plus it’s what the 
vet used to save my dog’s life after he ate 
most of a Trader Joe’s 72-percent cacao 
Pound Plus bar. And the buzzy, market- 
ing term “activated” gets under my skin a 
little. But I can adapt to adaptogens, so I 
went with it. 

I went with it at Daily Driver, Dog- 
patch’s new bagel-torium. After watch- 
ing the three-tiered, mustard-yellow 
bagel-sorting contraption at work, you 
should mosey upstairs to the mezza- 
nine and observe the entire bagel-mak- 
ing process, which may be operating 
at a manageable pace by mid-morning. 
It involves inserting wooden paddles 
laden with rings of raw dough into 
the wood-fired oven and removing 
the finished product minutes later. If 
you want to look in on cream-cheese 
production, you can peep through the 
window over to one side, where a sign 
may say something like “TODAY WE 
ARE MAKING QUARK!” (It sounds 
subatomic, but quark is a soft, fresh 
cheese from Northern and Eastern 
Europe.) 

The bagels themselves, or at least 
the everything that SF Weekly sampled, 
have an excellent chew, with an inte- 
rior that is neither dense nor yeasty. 
They’re smallish, though, and one 
goes for $3.50 (while it’s $38.50 fora 
dozen). If you want a bagel-all-the-way, 
you ve got to hold tight until the grav- 
lax comes online, but for now, skip the 
tang-free cream cheese and go straight 
for the Liwa chevre, a lightly sour and 
almost impossibly fluffy spread, like a 
cloud made of fresh yogurt. 

Downstairs, browse through the 
retail shelves, with goat milk soap, $1 
pins, and $22 jars of ghee almost the 
exact shade of the three-tiered bagel 
sorter. The whole of Daily Driver is 
Sightglass-esque in its scale and vibe, 
and the Red Bay Coffee is basically 
made for a doughy companion. I don’t 
know if the charcoal activated my kid- 
neys detoxifying magic or what, but 
I biked a lot faster on my way back to 
work.

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Carly Rae Jepsen Is Poised to Be 


Top of the Pops

It’s indisputable that over the 
past decade, perceptions of super-seri- 
ous music-lovers have shifted when it 
comes to pop music. What was once 
viewed as disposable, manufactured 
crap, is now being seen as a genuine art- 
form, worthy of Coachella. 

Perhaps this is partly due to the 
arty, uncompromising career of Lady 
Gaga, or how Lorde makes a point of 
not fitting in with traditional pop-ce- 
lebrity norms. Or maybe we can tip 
a hat to John Seabrook’s unflinching 
look at how the sausage is made in 
his frankly magnificent book The Song 
Machine: Inside the Hit Factory. But 
what isn’t in doubt is that artists like 
Carly Rae Jepsen benefit from this sea 
change. 

The Canadian singer, songwriter, 
and actress has been at this for 12 
years now, since she was 21. In that 
time, her sound has matured consid- 
erably. (Her lyrics sure-as-shit have.) 
Jepsen’s career has taken her from her 
early-20s to mid-30s, but she hasn’t 
lost any of the fresh, hooky fun that 
made her music so attractive when she 


released her debut, Tug of War, in 2008. 


This May, she released her fourth 
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studio album, Dedicated, her first since 
2015's Emotion. The response so far, 
from critics and fans, has been largely 
positive, as it should be. This is an 
intelligent pop record from a singer on 
top of her game, both in terms of her 
vocals and writing. Jepsen is glad other 
people like it, although she admits 

that she’s been largely oblivious to the 
response. 

“T’ve been in travel mode,” she says. 
“We did seven different countries 
in two-and-a-half months. I’ve been 
exhilarated and excited to play some 
of the new songs — not all of them 
yet — but it’s been a different kind of 
whirlwind. I’ve been grateful for the 
change because, of course, when you're 
making an album, you're just in that 
heady space of ‘Is this the right mood I 
want for this song?’ So it’s a nice, new 
energy for me, for sure.” 

Jepsen, who we've snagged fora 
chat during a break while she’s rehears- 
ing for her forthcoming tour, says that 
she knows she’s grown as a songwriter, 
performer, and singer since Emotion. 

“I think ’ve grown to have more 
confidence in my line of pop music and 
what I feel comfortable making, and 
what I feel inspired to make,” she says. 
“Not judging it next to anything else

and knowing that those who connect 
to it will connect. There’s been freedom 
in that, I think. When I was younger 
and first moved to Los Angeles, I think 
I was in the space of ‘What will people 
like?’ rather than ‘What will feel au- 
thentic and true to me?’ That’s a scary 
and brave thing to do in music, but I 
think I’m getting better and better at 
that.” 

We put it to Jepsen that this is a 
great time for pop music, and that she 
appears to be on the verge of breaking 
into the genre’s premier league. She 
stops short at rah-rah-ing herself, but 
she’s astute when assessing the music. 

“T’ve always taken pop seriously,” 
she says. “Start with a melody and 
the lyrics, and it’s just the music that 
I make. But indie lovers are seeing 
pop as a harder thing to do than you 
might have anticipated, considering 
it’s sometimes classified as bubblegum 
and simple. I also think pop has diver- 
sified in what it means. It’s not just 
this pigeonholed idea of the girl has to 
look like this and the guy has to dance 
like that. The music has to sound this 
one way. The beautiful thing about 
what has been done this past decade 
is it’s shown you that anybody can be 
a pop artist. There’s not one way to go 





about it.” 

Of course, a lot has happened be- 
tween the releases of Emotion and Ded- 
icated, with the 2016 election at the 
top of that list. Jepsen says that there’s 
no way it couldn't have had an impact 
on her writing. Perhaps a more overt 
inspiration has been a strong interest 
in ’70s disco, particularly ABBA, the 
Bee-Gees, and Donna Summer. In fact, 
Jepsen even admits to the creation of 
a “secret” album that will likely remain 
unreleased. 

“Thad an album I named Disco 
Sweat that will probably never be re- 
leased, and shouldn't,” Jepsen says. “I 
started off with a very strong intention 
to make an understated disco, living 
room dance party thing. I think that 
came from going to Sweden and really 
digging into some ABBA stuff. Then 
exploring the ’70s. I did ’80s last time, 
maybe I'll do this. But it was never 
that simple. I think there are songs 
on the new album that achieved kinda 
what I was envisaging, I think Julian’ 
is a good example of that. I ended up 
getting out of a rut, and found some 
songs that were a little 90s that I 
wanted to include, a little something 
that made more sense than this Disco 
Sweat, that will be buried in my back- 
yard.” 

As we mentioned, Jepsen is cur- 
rently deep into rehearsals for this 
tour, and the details for the San Fran- 
cisco set have yet to be nailed down. 
But we can expect some big things. 

“Tm really digging into it,” she says. 
“Tm in the middle of doing the video 
work and all the really fun details that 
go along with scripting a show. This 
does feel like the tour I’ve been waiting 
to do so far in my life. I’ve learned so 
much from the past, and this one feels 
like it’s mine so I hope it’s something 
that flies. We'll have to see.” 

And what’s next? Perhaps great- 
ness? 

“Whatever road I’m carving is 
my own little path,” she says. “It’s a 
fun path to walk down and there’s a 
surprise at every turn. We'll see what 
happens next.”

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King Tuff ©

Kyle Thomas, a.k.a. King Tuff, 
has been playing a glorified version of 
scuzzy garage rock for more than a de- 
cade and on Sunday, he will perform his 
classic 2008 album, Was Dead, in its en- 
tirety at Burger Boogaloo. Initially re- 
leased on a small, hometown label, Was 
Dead found new life after it was reissued 
as a cassette on Burger Records, the Cali- 
fornia outfit that stages Burger Boogaloo 
every year in Oakland’s Mosswood Park. 
SF Weekly spoke with Thomas about Was 
Dead, his connection to Burger records 
and the sage advice he receives from the 
squirrels in his backyard. 


So, it’s been more than a year 
since you released your latest al- 
bum, The Other, and your touring 
cycle behind that record wrapped 
up a few months ago. What led you 
to do this one-off show at Burger 
Boogaloo? 

Honestly, they’ve been asking me 
to do this for like, the past 10 years. I 
did one of the first ones, and that was 
the last time I played it, so it seemed 
like time to do it again. I love all these 
guys, and it just felt like this was a 
good time, especially playing Was Dead, 
because I never did anything for the 
10-year anniversary of that one. 


Right, the 10-year anniversary 
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of Was Dead was last year. Did you 
choose the album because of its 
Burger Records roots? 

I don’t really know. It was an idea 
that was brought up and I was like, oh 
that sounds like fun. There are a lot of 
songs on there that I’ve never played 
at all live, so that will be interesting. 
Burger really kind of created a lot of 
my fanbase by putting out that record, 
and they were definitely the biggest 
champions of it, so it seemed like a fun 
thing to do, to coincide with the 10th 
anniversary of their show. 


How did Burger Records come to 
find out about Was Dead? 

At the time, I don’t really know 
what year it was, maybe 2008 or 2009, 
that record came out on a small label 
— it was not publicized, it was very 
under-the-radar, and it kind of just got 
around to a few people here and there. 
But the Burger guys had somehow 
gotten it, and were fans, and I don’t 
know how they got my number, but 
they called me, out of the blue, one 
day and just asked if they could doa 
cassette out of it. [had no idea who 
they were or anything. They weren’t 
really anything at that point — I think 
it’s the 16th release on the label, and 
now they’re up to 1,000 or something. 
It was very out of the blue, and I just 
sort of started snowballing with all the 
stuff they were doing. I left Vermont 
and came out to California and kind

of integrated into that whole scene. 
It was very fun times — it’s crazy to 
think it’s been 10 years already. 


For many of your fans, Was 
Dead was their introduction to 
King Tuff. How important was that 
album in establishing you and the 
King Tuff aesthetic? 

It represents a very specific time 
in my life when I made it, but it was 
also years in the making. I had another 
album called Mindblow that had come 
out before, and some of those songs 
made it on to Was Dead, and that 
album is from 2003. So, some of the 
songs are really old on it, and they 
were even old at the time I recorded it. 
There are other King Tuff albums be- 
fore that even, but they were just very, 
very limited — like I was mailing CDRs 
to my friends. Was Dead was the first 
album that really felt cohesive to me. 


As you mentioned, some of the 
songs on Was Dead are nearly 20 
years old. What’s it going to be like 
playing those songs live for the 
first time in a while? 

It’s going to be interesting to see if 
I can pull this off, because I’ve never 
even played some of those songs live 
before. I had to go back and learn 
them, and some of those songs are 
definitely up there, like “Just Strut” 
and “Connection” — those are really 
old songs. I’m up for the challenge and 
it seems fun, but it sounds like things 
could get ... weird. 


Are you going to play some other 
King Tuff songs outside of the Was 
Dead tunes? 

I imagine there will be some extra 
spiciness thrown in. 


You played at Huichica Music 
Festival in Sonoma last year, and 
you're doing Burger Boogaloo this 
year. Both of these fests are small- 
er, non-corporate affairs. Do you 
prefer these events to the bigger, 
more blown-up festivals? 

I definitely prefer them for sure. 
[like the kind of festivals that have 
a farm-y, family style vibe. But I do 
remember at Huichica last year some 
really annoying guy with a bucket hat 
getting on stage and dancing around. 
The danger with that festival is that 





everyone is wine drunk, and bucket 
hat guy was being an idiot and dancing 
around and he ended up falling on my 
guitar player and she jumped up and 
punched him. And then the bass play- 
er threw his hat across the field. So, 
those are some of the kind of dangers 
of the smaller festivals. Some people 
are respectful, and some people have 
no boundaries. We call those second 
type of people punishers. Don’t be 
punishers. 


Anyone you’re particularly ex- 
cited to see at this year’s Burger 
Boogaloo? 

I haven't even really looked at the 
lineup, to be honest. I’m excited to see 
Billy Childish, I know he’s playing one 
of the night shows. I’m sure I'll have a 
lot of old friends playing, and that is 
usually the most fun thing about these 
festivals. Just seeing your friends you 
don’t normally see because everyone 
is on tour. 


It’s been more than a year since 
your last album [2018's The Other. ] 
Are you going to get back in the 
studio soon to start working on 
the follow-up? 

I really hope so. I’m getting back 
into the writing mode. After you finish 
an album cycle, there is this sort of 
vacuum effect, where you're like, ‘OK, 
what now?’ It feels like you’re starting 
all over again, so it’s always a little 
confusing at the beginning. Like, ‘what 
am I doing, and why?’ My thing is, I 
just try and make things that I want to 
listen to and that get me excited. But 
right now, I’m mostly just watching the 
squirrels. I watch the squirrels and I 
try to understand what they’re telling 
me.

While many artists go out of their way to defy genre conventions, 

Sons of an Illustrious Father create music by throwing out the concept 
of genres altogether, resulting in music that sounds like a little bit of 
everything without feeling forced. The trio, composed of Josh Aubin, 
Lilah Larson, and Ezra Miller, have described their music as “genre 
queer, due to the band’s multifaceted sound and collaborative ethos 
where each member has an equal voice when it comes to the band’s 
creative direction. In a 2018 interview with them, Miller explains, 
“We've long since abandoned the effort to self-categorize, and that’s 
been a huge help. It’s been a wonder for our process of expression.” In 
May, the band released a dark and brooding reimagining of the Pussycat 
Dolls’ “Don’t Cha,” partly to mock and subvert the original song’s 
inherent heterosexual nature, but to also celebrate the hit’s gleeful and 
carefree spirit. The group is unflinching when it comes to confronting 
homophobia, climate change, and other issues that have plagued the 
world especially in the wake of 2016, with their latest album Deus Sex 
Machina: Or, Moving Slowly Beyond Nikola Tesla, serving as a vital piece of 
modern protest music, brimming with a raw emotion and vulnerability 
that is seldom heard elsewhere.

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I'ma single gay guy in my late 30s. I'm quite 
introverted and a bit shy, yet I have a big sexual 
drive and a rich libido. I’ve always found the gay 
scene overwhelming, and my several attempts at 
online dating were not very successful. I feel my quiet 
ways tend to put people off and I hardly ever get the 
chance to show my more playful or crazy sides, as 
it takes me a bit to feel comfortable to show those. 
Whenever I was able to, my partners were usually 
pleasantly surprised and we could enjoy plenty of 
fun, but I can count these occasions on the fingers 
of one hand. I feel most guys just stop at my gentle 
disposition and assume I must be a bit boring if not 
a prude altogether. Turns out I actually have quite 
a few kinks—bondage being one of them—but so 
far I have hardly been able to explore them with a 
partner. Often those drawn to me haven't really 
been of the sexually adventurous kind. By my looks 
I don't really fit into any of the “tribes” that a lot of 
gay men identify with. Part of me doesn’t care, but 
at the same time I find myself on the outside looking 
in when searching for a nice guy for a date or more. 
Would you have any kind of advice to crack this shell 
of mine open? 

Always Looked Over, Never Embraced 


Next time you find yourself on the outside 
looking in, ALONE, take a moment to look 
around. Because that small scrum of guys who 
fit neatly into whatever gay tribe happens to be 
dominating the bar/ pool/whatever—the guys 
on the inside looking at themselves or looking at 
their phones or looking at themselves on their 
phones—are usually surrounded by a much 
larger group of guys who don't fit neatly into 
that particular tribe or any other obvious tribe. 
And if the guys looking longingly at the easy- 
and-obvious tribe would look around, they’d see 
a whole lot of guys like them—guys who might 
be feeling a little awkward or out of place, guys 
who are attractive in perhaps less conventional 
or immediately apparent ways, guys with hidden 
depths, etc. In other words, ALONE, guys like 
you. 

And speaking of guys like you, did you know 
you have a motherfucking superpower that 
makes you a member of all gay tribes and your 
own unique tribe? 

“Bondage is the great unifier among 
kinksters,” said Joshua Boyd, a gay bondage 
“enthusiast,” as they say, in his mid-30s who lives 
and ties in the Seattle area. “Bondage guys are 
from all walks of life, and they range from twinks 
to muscle guys to bears, cubs, jocks, and average 
Joes.” 

So just as you'll find gay guys in every race, 
ethnic group, economic class, faith community, 
etc., bondage guys can be found in every gay tribe 
and bondage guys make up their own unique 
tribe. 

“ALONE should put any search for a long- 
term relationship on hold and look for more 
casual kinky fun,” said Boyd. “Recon (recon.com) 
has always been a good place for me to start 
conversations with fun guys—I even met my 
husband there. The bottom line is there are others 
who share his interests, and they are waiting to 
connect with him.” 

But you're shy! You're introverted! Connecting 


is hard! Boyd describes himself the same way— 
shy, introverted, difficultly connecting—and not 
only is he married, ALONE, he doesn’t lack for 
casual play partners and he’s got play pics all over 
the internet to prove it. 

Tyger Yoshi also describes himself as shy 
and introverted—and I recently watched shy, 
introverted Yoshi do a bondage demo at Trade, a 
gay leather bar in Denver, where he suspended a 
guy from the ceiling. 

“When I first started exploring my interest in 
bondage, I was lucky enough to be in a city where 
opportunities were plentiful, even for a shy, 
introverted person like me,” said Yoshi, who’s also 
in his mid-30s. “There were people who wanted to 
mentor me, but I struggled taking that first step 
of accepting help.” 

The kind of help Yoshi is referring to—the 
kind of help he eventually accepted—can most 
easily be found at munches, i.e., casual meet-ups 
where kinky people, both queer and straight, 
socialize and connect with other like-minded 
kinksters. (Munches + play parties.) Spend five 
seconds on Google, ALONE, and you'll also find 
kinky educational organizations that offer classes 
for people who want to hone their bondage skills 
while learning about consent, safety, and other 
best practices. And whether you're a bondage 
top (you want to tie) or a bondage bottom (you 
want to be tied) or a switch (tie and be tied), 
you ll make friends in bondage classes. And if you 
wind up clicking with someone, that person isn’t 
going to assume you're a prude (they met you at a 
bondage class) and that person will definitely be 
sexually adventurous (you met them at a bondage 
class). And unlike gay bars or clubs, a person’s 
skills are just as important as their looks at gay 
bondage parties and events. 

“After you start making connections and 
building your circle, find local fetish/kink events 
that are happening around you—you may need to 
reach out to the pansexual community—and see 
if one of your new friends from the munch or the 
class or Recon is willing to go with you to check 
it out,” said Yoshi. “And as you start exploring 
more of your kink side, consider the possibility of 
separating kink and sex at first. Let people know 
that you are interested in bondage but haven't 
tried much and you want to practice. Having an 
exploratory or practice session is much different 
than having a bondage sex session, and people 
may be more willing to facilitate that exploration. 
And from my experience, if you're able to get up 
the courage to go out toa kink play party (with 
a friend for support), the likelihood of finding 
someone who’s willing to assist in new or first 
time experiences increase.” 

So, ALONE, that thing you've been holding 
back until you get to know someone? Your 
interest in bondage? Lead with that. Get involved 
in the kink scene, work on your skill set, be 
friendly and open—be the nice guy—and youll 
meet lots of men you have something in common 
with. Trust me, your tribe is out there.
